.1  unior-Senior  Prom.  Tom  Smith  steered  us  througli  this  significant  Junior  Year.  We  s])cnt  much 
time  and  energy  prejiaring  food  and  selling  it  at  the  games.  We  often  looked  like  “shooting  stars” 
•as  we  fitted  from  one  chore  to  another. 

M e were  whisked  through  space,  and  “I.eo”  announced  Spring.  Preparation  for  the  Prom 
took  an  important  place  in  our  minds.  Can  we  ever  forget  the  celestial  assemblage  that  visited 
tlie  “Southern  Plantation”  which  we  erected  in  the  gymnasium.^  Diana,  tlie  goddess  of  the  moon, 
smiled  on  us,  .and  the  starry  figures  who  danced  to  the  music  of  Pock  Lowman’s  Orchestra  s]>ark- 
led  with  happiness  and  contentment. 

No  eclipse  darkened  this  year;  for  we  earned  ,a  “distinguisiied”  rating  in  the  district  and 
tlie  state  {ila}'  festival  with  our  one-act  play,  “S ubmerged.”One  member  of  our  class,  Dick  Zim- 
merman, played  a role  in  this  successful  production.  We  were  hosts  to  tlie  All  State  Band  M'est 
and  had  participants  in  this  musical  event.  We  read  at  the  literary  festival,  we  debated,  and  we 
participated  in  several  oratorical  contests.  This  was  a busy  year.  M'e  blazed  across  the  sky  of  tri- 
umph and  realized  that  we  could  compare  ourselves  with  Saturn  by  ordering  our  rings.  M e were 
moving  swiftly  across  the  “sky”  of  success. 

By  1951  our  brilliance  outshone  that  of  all  the  others.  M e selected  Johnny  Connell  to  guide 
us.  Unfortunately  he  was  unable  to  stay  with  us;  so  Darrell  M’ilson  again  took  the  lead,  and  we 
found  ourselves  in  the  starry  scene  of  our  Senior  ye.ar.  Our  rings  came!  Me  were  full-Hcdged  Sat- 
urns.  Homecoming  was  a great  success;  for  Bill  Deck,  the  President  of  the  Student  Cooperative 
Association,  ])lanned  the  parade  well.  Although  Byrd  was  victorious,  our  Bobcats  showed  the  same 
fine  sj)irit  of  good  s])ort.smanship  that  was  characteristic  of  them.  Lois  .tones  and  Shirley  Nelson 
reigned  as  Football  King  and  (^ueen  of  1950. 

Some  of  our  boys  became  “wandering  stars”  .and  joined  the  armed  forces;  however  the 
“fixed  stars”  continued  to  work  and  plan  and  grow  more  luminous. 
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We  sent  the  annual  to  press,  we  ordered  eallino;  eards  and  invitations,  we  presented  our 
Senior  play,  we  dedicated  the  Oak  Leaf,  we  had  onr  Senior  Assembly. 

The  Juniors  transformed  the  gymnasium  into  “Club  ’.)l”  and  filled  us  with  celestial  memo- 
ries of  a “lieavenly”  prom.  The  civic  clubs  entertained  us  with  wonderful  parties. 

The  light  years  were  diminishing!  We  were  soon  to  become  meteorites — fallen  from  tlic 
“Star  Studded  Sky”  of  Radford  Iligb.  We  realized  that  others  would  soon  be  taking  our  positions 
in  the  galaxy. 

\Vith  a mist  in  our  eyes  and  a tug  at  our  heart  strings,  we  glided  down  the  aisle,  the  boys 
in  blue;  the  girls  in  white.  AVe  were  impressed  by  our  Baccalaureate  sermon. 

Again  we  donned  our  caps  and  gowns.  A sudden  eclipse  of  regret  passed  over  our  radiant 
eountenanees — our  last  time  together  as  a class  ! 

Witii  high  hope  for  the  future  we  lifted  our  eyes  to  the  sky  and  thanked  God  for  His  living- 
care  through  our  light  years.
